Sanchez,

Smith told the prosecutor he was 
ready to talk, asserting tersely: 
“I’m not going to be made the 
goat for all these transactions.” 
No one could tell or even haz­ 
ard to predict what Dr. Smith, 
who spent last night in the East 
Baton Rouge parish jail, planned 
to tell Sanchez, but 
the 
mere 
threat caused a terrific flutter of 
excitement among high politicos. 
Some believed 
that 
there was 
nothing Smith could tell, while 
others 
believed 
his 
disclosures 
might 
go 
far toward wrecking 
the 
amazing 
political 
machine 
that the late Huey P. Long gave 
his life to found. 
“Poorly Advised”

The learned 51-year-old educa­ 
tor,

market, first refused to talk to 
anyone, then dramatically chang­ 
ed his mind. 
Calling for District 
Attorney 
Dewey 
Sanchez, 
Dr. 
Smith told the prosecutor he was 
ready to talk, asserting tersely: 
“I’m not going to be made the 
goat for all these transactions.” 
No one could tell or even haz­ 
ard to predict what Dr. Smith, 
who spent last night in the East 
Baton Rouge parish jail, planned 
to tell Sanchez, but 
the 
mere 
threat caused a terrific flutter of 
excitement among high politicos. 
Some believed 
that 
there was 
nothing Smith could tell, while 
others 
believed 
his 
disclosures 
might 
go 
far toward wrecking 
the 
amazing 
political 
machine 
that the late Huey P. Long gave 
his life to found. 
“Poorly Advised” 
What added 
to 
the 
fire of 
.speculation 
was 
Smith’s 
state­ 
ment in New Orleans, where he 
declared that he was glad to be 
back and that he was “poorly ad­ 
vised.” 
Smith’s statem ent was just an­ 
other incredible occurrence in a 
state that has reverberated with 
so much scandal and rumor that 
none could foretell 
the 
ultimate 
outcome.

Smith's decision to talk intensi­ 
fied 
interest in an East

Rouge parish grand jury which 
resumes

investigation

N parliament the other day, when Prime 
Minister Chamberlain expressed hope 
of settling the Tientsin problem, based on 
conversations of the British ambassador 
with the Japanese foreign minister at 
Tokyo, Anthony Eden said: 
“Will the prime minister bear in mind 
that promises in Tokyo are not always 
ful­ 
filled as might be hoped?” 
“ I am quite aware of that,” replied 
Chamberlain, “and the hopes I have ex­ 
pressed have reference to conversations 
with the Japanese government in Tokyo, 
and I hope they will be able to restrain 
their subordinates in Tientsin.” 
The world in general probably has less 
hope of such a result than has the head 
of the British government. 
For the fact 
seems to be, as attested by scores of inci­ 
dents, that there are two governments in 
Japan, civil and military. The civil govern­ 
ment goes through the usual, formal pro­ 
cesses of formulating policies and issuing 
orders, 
but 
somehow 
the 
instructions 
never seem to be obeyed when they con­ 
flict with the policy of the military ring 
responsible for the war in China. 
It is evidently the military dictatorship, 
rather than the civil government, that is 
responsible for the outrages committed in 
the foreign concessions at Tientsin and 
elsewhere. 
It is almost impossible for any 
responsible, parliamentary government to 
deal with such authorities. 
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CORDELL HULL SEES SHOWDOWN 
W 
ASHINGTON — In private conversa­ 
tions, Secretary Hull expresses the 
opinion that the European crisis is likely 
to reach a climax in late July. 
He doesn’t hazard this as anything 
definite, because things are happening so 
fast in Europe that sane prediction is out 
of the question. 
However, Germany is following almost 
exactly the same pattern she followed last 
year in Czechoslovakia, a campaign of in- 
I timidation, worry and wearing down the 
! enemy. 
All the information collected by the 
State Department is that Hitler expects to 
get what he wants without war. 
He fig­ 
ures the French and British will not give 
any real support to Poland in the final 
showdown; also that any clash with Po­ 
land wil be short and decisive. 
Hitler is the cleverest strategist in 
Europe, and he may be right. On the other 
hand, he may get fooled this time. 
The 
British have built up their airplane pro­ 
duction to a point where it nearly equals 
| the German. 
French morale is at a high 
pitch. 
The French are calloused to crises 
and almost shrug their shoulders over war. 
In other words, both sides have reach­ 
ed a showdown psychology. 
This is what 
make the coming weeks the most danger­ 
ous in a quarter of a century.

ECAUSE human beings and chimpan­ 
zees are poor “guinea pigs”, says a 
Harvard scientist, there is little progress 
toward conquest of the common cold. Man 
and the chimpanzee are the only two spe­ 
cies of animals that are reasonably sus­ 
ceptible to that familiar but baffling ail­ 
ment. 
And both of them are poor “ex­ 
perimental animals.” 
It is true that the doctors and research 
men have learned more about the com­ 
mon cold than they used to know. 
They 
have learned that it is an extremely pre­ 
valent ailment, most people suffering two 
to three colds a year. 
It is the cause of 
more industrial disability than all other 
causes combined. 
It contributes to sus­ 
ceptibility to other diseases and increases 
mortality from them. 
Doctors are pretty 
sure now that it is caused by a virus upon 
which they have not yet been able to put 
the scientific finger.

There are exceptions. 
A very 
few lawm akers apparently real­ 
ly believe in economy. 
For ex­ 
ample, Representative Joseph W. 
M artin of M assachusetts is fight­ 
ing, uundoubtedly in all sincerity, 
for a 10 percent cut in all of the 
present 
congress’ 
appropriations 
that are “properly susceptible to 
such a reduction” as he expresses 
it. 
This sounds all right, 
but the

already have been voted. 
And a 
g reat many Republican legislators 
v oted for them. Now, Representa­ 
tiv e Martin is G. O. P. leader in 
the lower congressional chamber. 
How happens it th at he didn’t line 
up his following opposition to all 
this spending? —while the vot­ 
ing actually was going on?—ra th ­ 
er than trying to get the program 
modified at this late date? 
The obvious answer is that he 
COULDN’T line ’em up. His rank 
and file literally hadn’t the politi­ 
cal nerv e NOT to vote for expendi­ 
tures which he says are excessive. 
He’s endeav oring thus belatedly to 
g et some of them to reverse them ­ 
selv es, It’s a forlorn hope, though.

AGRICULTURE 
Of course the argum ent may be 


advanced that the 
congressional 
Republicans 
are 
not 
numerous 
enough to make much of a dent 
against the Democratic spenders, 
even if the Republicans W ERE 
solid. 
But this reasoning doesn’t hold 
water. 
Take the division on the agricul­ 
tural appropriation bill, illustra­ 
tively. 
The 
adm inistration 
reckoned 
th at its revenues next year would 
be adequate 
to 
allow so-and-so 
much to the farm ers, Farm law­ 
m akers wanted an additional $225,- 
000,000—quite a snug little sum. 
Treasury Secretary Morgenthau 
said “O. K.” but if he had to dish 
out an extra $225,000,000 he’d have 
to have $225,000,000 more in taxes 
to cover it—otherwise the treas­ 
ury would run $225,000,000 further 
into the hole. And (heaven knows!) 
ther's been no end of talk to the 
effect that the national debt al­ 
ready is perfectly ridiculous. 
However, congressmen, much as 
they like to vote cash benefits to 
their constituents, hate like sixty 
to boost taxes, which are violenly 
unpopular. 
Accordingly, the representatives 
shot through the extra $225,00,000 
in expenditures, with no hiked tax­ 
es to balance them. 
Maybe the 
$225,000,000 was 
justified, 
but 
surely 
Secretary 
M orgenthau’s 
plea for $225,000,000 in taxes to 
offset it was reasonable. 
Anyway, a 
lot of Democratic 
representatives, plus the adminis­ 
tration, agreed with Morgenthau. 


DEMOCRATS V. REPUBLICANS 
Indeed, the Democrats were so 
for pro-Morgenthau that the $225,- 
000,000 squeaked through the house 
by only a 5-vote margin. 
If half a dozen more Republicans 
had voted for economy on th at is 
sue the $225,000,000 (minus more 
taxes) would have lost. It was the 
Republican balance of power which 
beat that economy proposition. 
Generally speaking, the Republi­ 
cans holler for Democratic econ­ 
omy, but they don’t vote for it very 
enthusiastically. 
The Democrats are possibly 50- 
50 pro and anti-economy. The Re 
publicans are about 
25 percent 
“pro” and 75 percent “anti”—so 
long as the responsibility’s on the 
Democrats. 
The Democrats have got a cer­ 
tain amount of conscience about it. 
The Republicans have a little, 
but they calculate mainly politi­ 
cally. 
As the late Speaker Joe Byrns 
once told me, “We Democrats dif­ 
fer in principles. 
They’re irrecon­ 
cilable, 
The 
Republicans differ 
only in political details. They can 
make alliances. 
We can’t.” 
Well, a certain sort of Republi­ 
cans can make 
alliances with a 
certain sort of Democrats—on the 
spending issue. 
They’ve done it, 
to the considerable em barrassm ent 
of G. O. P. Leader Martin. 
He’d 
like to get out of it—but he has 
no intention of doing so, against 
the opposition of his sub-leaders, 
who are as truly politically non­ 
partisan as his crowd—except as 
to offices.

Merit of Oral H ay Fever Treatm ent 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


HAY FEVER is not caused by 
hay. That misnomer was an early 
one, to be followed by the goldenrod 
idea, and others. It took, in fact, a 
good deal of research to discover the 
exact nature of hay fever—that it 
could be caused by an infinite num­ 
ber of plant pollens. 
The pollen of the plant that 
causes hay fever is a chemical sub­ 
stance that is capable of exciting 
sensitization in the membranes of 
the nose, the eyes and the throat. 
It is one of the most powerful of 
all known chemicals; 1/5,500,000 of 
a grain may cause a reaction in the 
skin of a susceptible person. 
The three “hay” fever seasons 
are from March to June (caused by 
the pollen of tre e s); from the end

of May to mid-July (caused by the 
pollen of grasses) ; and from mid- 
August to October (caused by the 
pollen of weeds, mostly ragweed). 


Blood Immunity 
The reaction of the sensitive per­ 
son to a pollen suggests a kind of 
blood immunity reaction, and the 
theory vas quite natural that the 
way to treat it would be by giving 
graduated doses of the pollen ex­ 
tract by hypodermic. 
It has been a generally accepted 
opinion among doctors that the only 
way to produce immunity is to give 
an antigen under the skin or direct­ 
ly into the blood stream. To give it 
by mouth is to submit it to the in­ 
fluence of the digestive juices, and 
experience has shown that this stops 
its action. 
Of late, however, the use of pol­ 
len extracts by mouth has been ad­ 
vocated on what seems authorita­ 
tive grounds. 
A careful observer has claimed 
that little or none of the pollen is 
destroyed by digestive enzymes. It 
is not absorbed very rapidly, how­ 
ever. After digestion in the stomach 
it reaches the general system very 
slowly and not in high concentra­ 
tion. 
Satisfactory Degree 
Many patients have reported a 
satisfactory degree of immunity 


from the administration of pollen 
by mouth. They state that they are 
quite comfortable during the hay 
fever season. 
And many special 
students of the subject have found 
that giving the pollen by mouth 
seems to augment the hypodermic 
use of the extract and that immu­ 
nity is established much more rapid­ 
ly.There is nothing new or strange 
in the idea. Over and over we have 
heard of hay fever patients who 
have become immune by eating 
honey just before the beginning of 
the season. Honey must have many 
pollen extracts dissolved in it. 
So we feel that this method of 
treatment can be recommended. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Mrs. R. Y.: “Will you please tell 
me what causes harelip and is it in­ 
herited?” 
Answer—First, to relieve your 
mind, harelip is not inherited. It is 
a developmental deformity. In the 
course of growth in the mother’s 
womb, the two sides of the face 
grow together laterally and fuse 
in the middle. The regular cleft or 
groove in the upper lip is the mark 
of the fusion there. If this fusion 
is not complete harelip results. 
Harelip alone, if not associated with 
cleft palate, is easily and success- 
j fully remedied by surgery. Cleft 
palate is also remedied by surgery 
! but the operation is more difficult. 


V. E. A.: “What will reduce flesh, 
externally applied? Is there any­ 
thing that will really work, extern­ 
ally applied?” 
Answer—No, there is nothing 
known to medical science that will 
reduce fat externally applied. Hot 
salt baths reduce weight tempo­ 
rarily because they make you per­ 
spire. But that weight can be re­ 
placed—and usually is immediately 
replaced—by drinking a glass of 
water.

N parliament the other day, when Prime J 
Minister Chamberlain expressed hope 
of settling the Tientsin problem, based on ; 
conversations of the British ambassador 
with the Japanese foreign minister at 
Tokyo, Anthony Eden said: 
“Will the prime minister bear in mind 
that promises in Tokyo are not always ful­ 
filled as might be hoped?” 
“I am quite aware of that,” rep lied j 
Chamberlain, “and the hopes I have ex­ 
pressed have reference to conversations 
with the Japanese government in Tokyo, I 
and I hope they will be able to restrain j 
their subordinates in Tientsin.” 
The world in general probably has less; 
hope of such a result than has the head 
of the British government 
For the fact! 
seems to be, as attested by scores of inci­ 
dents, that there are two governments in 
Japan, civil and military. The civil govern­ 
ment goes through the usual, formal pro­ 
cesses of formulating policies and issuing 
orders, 
but 
somehow 
the 
instructions 
never seem to be obeyed when they con­ 
flict with the policy of the military ring 
responsible for the war in China. 
It is evidently the military dictatorship, 
rather than the civil government, that is 
responsible for the outrages committed in 
the foreign concessions at Tientsin and 
elsewhere. It is almost impossible for any 
responsible, parliamentary government to 
deal with such authorities.

ASHINGTON — In private conversa­ 
tions, Secretary Hull expresses the

fast in Europe that sane prediction is out 
of the question. 
However, Germany is following almost 
exactly the same pattern she followed last 
year in Czechoslovakia, a campaign of in­ 
timidation, worry and wearing down the 
enemy. 
All tile information collected by the 
State Department is that Hitler expects to 
get what he wants without war. 
He fig­ 
ures the French and British will not give 
any real support to Poland in the final 
showdown; also that any clash with Po­ 
land wil be short and decisive.

Europe, and he may be right. On the other 
hand, he may get fooled this time. 
The 
British have built up their airplane pro­ 
duction to a point where it nearly equals 
the German.

The French are calloused to crises 
and almost shrug their shoulders over war. 
In other words, both sides have reach­ 
ed a showdown psychology. 
This is what 
make the coming weeks the most danger­ 
ous in a quarter of a century.

sure now that it is caused by a virus upon 
which they have not yet been able to put 
the scientific finger.

M erit of O ra l H a y Fever T reatm ent 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


HAY FEVER is not caused by 
hay. That misnomer was an early 
one, to be followed by the goldenrod 
idea, and others. It took, in fact, a 
good deal of research to discover the 
exact nature of hay fever—that it 
could be caused by an infinite num­ 
ber of plant pollens. 
The pollen of the plant that 
causes hay fever is a chemical sub­ 
stance that is capable of exciting 
sensitization in the membranes of 
the nose, the eyes and the throat. 
It is one of the most powerful of 
all known chemicals; 1/5,500,000 of 
a grain may cause a reaction in the 
skin of a susceptible person. 
The three "hay” fever seasons 
are from March to June (caused by 
the pollen of trees); from the end

— 
of May to mid-July (caused by the 
pollen of grasses); and from mid- 
August to October (caused by the 
pollen of weeds, mostly ragweed). 


Blood Immunity 


The reaction of the sensitive per­ 
son to a pollen suggests a kind of 
blood immunity reaction, and the 
theory v a s quite natural that the 
way to treat it would be by giving 
graduated doses of the pollen ex­ 
tract by hypodermic. 
It has been a generally accepted 
opinion among doctors that the only 
way to produce immunity is to give 
an antigen under the skin or direct­ 
ly into the blood stream. To give it 
by mouth is to submit it to the in­ 
fluence of the digestive juices, and 
experience has shown that this stops 
its action. 
Of late, however, the use of pol­ 
len extracts by mouth has been ad­ 
vocated on what seems authorita­ 
tive grounds. 
A careful observer has claimed 
that little or none of the pollen is 
destroyed by digestive enzymes. It 
is not absorbed very rapidly, how­ 
ever. After digestion in the stomach 
it reaches the general system very 
slowly and not in high concentra­ 
tion. 
Satisfactory Degree 
Many patients have reported a 
satisfactory degree of immunity 


from the adm inistration of pollen 
by mouth. They state that they are 
quite comfortable during the hay 
fever season. 
And many special 
students of the subject have found 
that giving the pollen by mouth 
seems to augm ent the hypodermic 
use of the extract and that immu­ 
nity is established much more rapid­ 
ly- 
There is nothing new or strange 
in the idea. Over and over we have 
heard of hay fever patients who 
have become immune by eating 
honey ju st before the beginning of 
the season. Honey must have many 
pollen extracts dissolved in it. 
So we feel th at this method of 
treatm ent can be recommended. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Mrs. R. Y.: "W ill you please tell 
me what causes harelip and is it in­ 
herited?” 
Answer—F irst, to relieve your 
mind, harelip is not inherited. It is 
a developmental deformity. In the 
course of growth in the m other’s 
womb, the two sides of the face 
grow together laterally and fuse 
in the middle. The regular cleft or 
groove in the upper lip is the mark 
of the fusion there. If this fusion 
is not complete harelip results. 
Harelip alone, if not associated with

palate is also remedied by surgery 
but the operation is more difficult.
